The figures tor 
deaths shown in respect of each town reiate to persons who normally resided in that 
town, while deaths of non-residents have been excluded. Similarly only the figures 
for births to mothers normally residing in each town are given in Tabie 1. Deaths 
_ Classified by age and cause are shown in Table 2 2.

The number of births registered during the two weeks, to persons normally 
residing in the principal towns, was 637—325 boys and 312 girls. 

The number of deaths registered, of persons normally residing in the principal 
towns, was 371. Of these deaths, 5 were due to tuberculosis and 61 to malignant 
neoplasms. There were 8 accidental deaths, 2 of which were due to transport 
accidents and 2 to carbon monoxide poisoning. There was one suicide. | 
. Among the deaths of infants under one year, 4 were due to pneumonia, 5 to 
congenital malformation, 3 to prematurity, 1 to atelectasis, 1 to influenza, 1 to 
bronchiolitis and 1 to pyelo-nephritis. - 


The total. number of births registered during the week in the principal towns was 
- 1216—615 boys and 601 girls, of which 203 boys and 216 girls were registered in 
Dublin County Borough. 

The total number of deaths registered in the principal towns was 559, of which 
314 were registered in Dublin County Borough. 
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
